state on February 26, 1924, for ratifi­ 
cation. 
The convention met May 15, 
1922, adjourned temporarily Decem­ 
ber 15, 1922, returned April 16, 1023, 
when it w'as in session until Septem­ 
ber 7, recessed until October 2, when 
it returned and concluded the new 
charter, adjourning October 5. 
The last constitutional convention 
was held in 1875.

To the men who are worrying about N ew 
York’s traffic future it seems never to have 
occurred that our sidewalks are not effic­ 
iently conducted; that 
sidewalk 
traffic, 
properly regulated could get along with 
far less space and permit the widening of 
the motion and taxi part of the thorough­ 
fares by just that much. 
Regulation o f the pedestrain has only be­ 
gun. 
Calling him a jayw alker and mildly 
cautioning him to cross at crossings only is 
beginning merely. 
As motor 
congestion 
gets worse the makers of traffic rules wil 
find but one desperate remedy for a des­ 
perate ill. 
They must rob Peter the pedes­ 
trian to pay Paul the motorist. 
And that 
isn’t as outrageous as it sounds. 
Not solely 
at crossings is w alking conducted on a hap­ 
hazard basis. 
In pacing 
the 
sidewalks 
themselves 
people 
take a lot more room 
than they need— room that, added to the 
roadway, many a taxi 
driver 
or motor 
truckman could use to advantage. 
Your average pedestrian, if he feels like 
it walks regardless of the space he occu­ 
pies. 
He swings 
his 
arms or possibly a 
cane or umbrella, thus doubling his width. 
He thinks nothing, in fall or winter, of 
wearing a wide topcoat. He takes a dog 
for an airing, thus adding to his own beam 
measurement the length of the dog’s chain. 
Frequently he will steer diagonally across 
traffic to look at some 
display 
in a shop 
window. 
The pedestrain is the most un­ 
regulated thing there is. 
W hat is needed in this town is a pedes­ 
trian traffic squad, on sidewalk duty, to 
see that a set of pedestrian traffic rules are 
enforced. 
That accomplished and pedes­ 
trians properly disciplined, sidewalks on 
all principal thoroughfares could be cut at 
least five feet, making a ten foot addition 
to the width of the roadway. There will be 
protests and objections at the start, just as 
there were when 
vehicular 
traffic rules 
were first put in force 
by 
Commissioner 
Piper, but objections will lose their punch 
once the public perceives the benefits of the 
new system.

Now there were seven 
brothers am ong 
us. 
The first of 
them m arried and died, and% as he 
had no children, he left his wife to 
his brother; so did the second, and 
the third, and the rest of the seven. 
After them all the woman died. 
At 
the resurrection which one’s wife 
will she be? 
For they all married 
her?” 
Jesus answered them, 
“You are wrong because you do not 
understand the Scriptures nor the 
power of God. 
For after the resur­ 
rection there is no m arrying or be­ 
ing married, but they live as angels 
do in heaven. 
But as to the resur­ 
rection of the dead, did you never 
read w hat was said to you by' God, 
“I am the God of Abraham, the God 
of Isaac, and the God of Jacob’? He 
is not the God of dead men but of 
living!” 
W hen the crowrd heard this, they 
were astounded at his teaching. 
And who1 
the 
Pharisees 
heard 
that he had silenced the Sadducees, 
they gathered together, and one of 
them, an expert in the Law, to test 
him, asked, 
“M aster, what command is great­ 
est in the Law ?” 
And he said to him, 
“ ‘You m ust love the Lord your 
God with your 
w-hole 
heart, 
your 
whole soul, and your whole mind.’ 
That is the great, 
first 
command. 
There is a second like it: ‘You must 
love your neighbor as you do your­ 
self/ 
These two commands sum up 
the whole of the Law and the Pho- 
phets.” 
While 
the 
Pharisees 
w"ere still 
gathered there, Jesus asked them, 
“ W hat do 
you 
think 
about the 
C hrist? 
W hose son is he?” 
They said to him, 
“ David’s.” 
He said to them, 
“How is it then th a t David under 
the Spirit’s influence calls him lord, 
and says, 
“The Lord has said to my lord, 
“Sit at my right hand. 
Until I put your 
enemies 
under 
your feet” *? 
So if David calls him lord, how 
can he be his son?” 
And no one could make him any 
answer, and from th at day no one 


ventured to ask him any more ques­ 
tions. 
Then Jesus said to the crowds and 
to his disciples, 
“The scribes and Pharisees have 
taken Moses’ seat. 
So do everything 
they tell you, and observe it all, but 
clo not do as they do, for they talk 
but do not act. 
They tie up heavy 
loads and have them put on m en’s 
shoulders, but they will not lift a 
finger to move them. They do every­ 
thing they do to have men see it. 
They w ear wide Scripture texts as 
charm s, and they wear large tassels, 
and. they like the best places at din­ 
ners and the front seats in the syna­ 
gogues, and to be saluted with re­ 
spect in public places, and to have 
men call them ‘Rabbi.’ But you must 
not let people call you ‘R abbi/ for 
you have only one teacher, and you 
are all brothers. 
And you must not 
call anyone on earth your father, for 
you have 
only 
one 
father, your 
heavenly Father. 
And you must not 
let men call you m aster, for you 
have only, one master, the Christ. 
But he who is greatest among you 
must be your servant. 
W hoever ex­ 
alts himself 
will 
be humbled and 
whoever humbles himself will be ex­ 
alted. 
“But alas for you, you hypocritical 
scribes and Pharisees, for you lock 
the doors of the Kingdom of Heaven 
in men faces, for you will neither 
go in yourselves nor let those enter 
who are trying to do so. 
Alas for 
you, you 
hypocritical 
scribes and 
Pharisees, for you scour land and sea 
to make one convert, and when he is 
converted you make him twice as fit 
for the pit as you are. 
Alas for you, 
you blind guides, who say, ‘If any­ 
one swears by the sanctuary, it does 
not m atter, but if anyone swears by 
the gold of the sanctuary, it is bind­ 
ing/ 
Blind fools! which is greater, 
the gold, or the sanctuary that makes 
the gold sacred? You say, ‘If anyone 
swears by the altar, It does not m at­ 
ter, but if anyone sw’ears by the of­ 
fering th a t 
is 
on It, it is binding/ 
You blind men! Which is greater, the 
offering, or the altar th a t makes the 
offering sacred? Anyone w-ho swears 
by the altar is swearing by it and by 
everything th a t is on it, and anyone 
who swears 
by 
the 
sanctuary is 
swearing by 
it and 
by 
him who 
dwells in it; and anyone who swears 
by heaven is swearing by the'throne 
of God and by him who sits upon it. 
“Alas for you, 
you 
hypocritical 
scribes and Pharisees, for you pay 
tithes on mint, dill, and cummin, and 
you have let the weightier m atters of 
the Law go—justice, mercy, and In­ 
tegrity. But you should have observ­ 
ed these, w ithout overlooking the 
others. 
You blind guides! straining 
out the gnat, and yet swallowing the 
camel! 
Alas for you, you hypocriti­ 
cal scribes and Pharisees, for you 
clean the outside of the cup and the 
dish, but inside they are full of greed 
and 
self-indulgence. 
You 
blind 
Pharisee! 
You must first clean the 
inside of the cup and the dish, so 
th a t the outside may be clean too. 
Alas for you, you hypocritical scribes 
and Pharisees, for you are like white­ 
washed tombs! 
They look well on 
the outside, but inside they are full 
of the bones of the dead, and all that 
is unclean. So you outwardly appear 
to men to be upright, but within 
you are full of hypocrisy and wicked­ 
ness.

No Rata Cut Likely. 
TOPEKA. 
Has.,

6 —The 
Santa Fe Railroad cannot cut the 
freight rates on grain until the cost 
of transportation comes down, R. G. 
Merrick, general freight agent of 
the Santa Fe declared. 
Although 
the railroads have not anounced 
their plan of battle in the western 
grain rates case before a United 
States interstate commerce commis­ 
sion representative in Kansas City 
November 14, Mr. Merrick intimated 
that the railroads will attempt 
to 
show that the history of rate cuts 
reveal that they did not benefit the 
farmer. 
“A request was made some time 
ago for a ten per cent cut in freight 
rates on grain,” said Mr. Merrick. 
"But based on our past experience, 
the farmer would not have received 
any benefit; that was the case when 
a 13 per cent cut was made on Jan­ 
uary I, 1921, after which wheat sold 
for less money, and is still selling 
for less money.* 
Mr. Merrick poointed 
out 
that 
farmers no longer are paid for their 
wheat on a weight basis as to grade, 
“but on protein and gluten content 
— something the farmer has no 
means of determining.”

The loss includes the funds 
of 
thousands of small investors .it was 
said, many of them German-Ameri- 
cans, who bought marks at two cents 
each, or more, in the belief that they 
would recover. 
It 
also 
includes 
money invested in 
German 
bonds 
payable in paper money. 
Francis H. Sisson, vice president 
of the Guaranty Trust Company, ex­ 
pressed doubt as to 
whether 
Ger­ 
many would be able to establish a 
stable currency before a basis for a 
settlem ent of the reparations ques­ 
tion was decided upon* the Tribune 
stated, quoting him as follows: 
"I do not believe the decline of 
the mark to its present state 
of 
worthlessness was due to a deliber­ 
ate plot on the part of Germany to 
evade responsibility for

money.

apparently overlooked it. 
Then Schilling took it upon him­ 
self to see that the governor got it, 
and as it happened that just then 
Governor W alton was engorssed in 
the trial, a senate page was given

Immediately, Governor W alton, ap­ 
pearing very much disturbed, indig­ 
nantly left the court room and did 
not return for the remainder of the 
afternoon session.

Dr. Harrington asserts that more re­ 
cent investigations lead him to be­ 
lieve that the owners of the skulls 
roamed the coast of California at a 
period 
probably 
eight 
thousand 
years ago and not as early as 25,- 
000 years ago as he had originally 
announced. 
Characteristics not possessed by 
the Neandtrthal have been found in 
the skulls of tha Santa Barbara man 
after closer study, Dr. Harrington 
said. 
Scientists who 
have 
flocked 
to 
Santa Barbara during tjie last seve­ 
ral days confirm Dr. H arrington's 
statement, however, that the skulls 
do form a connecting link between 
the modern indian and his original 
ancestors in North America. 
The 
bones and the strata of earth in 
which they were imbedded are of a 
type not known before to scientists. 
To determine more definitely the 
age of the geological formation in 
which the skulls were found, Dr. 
H arrington said a topographical sur­ 
vey of Burt in Mound will be made 
this week by a Smithsonian survey 
party to d e te rg e the original level 
of 
the 
ancient 
indian 
settleent. 
When this is completed a new shaft 
will be sunk to bed rock. 
Samples 
of the composition of .ach stratum 
will be taken and forwarded to the 
Smithsonian Institution for tests by 
geologists there. 
The two skYills will be forwarded 
to New York, probably today, Dr. 
Harrington said, for examination by 
ethnologists 
connected 
with 
the 
museum of the American Indian. 
The result of this examination will 
be sent as an official report to 
the Smithsonian Institution.
